1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
invention is directed to a method for identifying a biological sample, wherein a sample 
container is provided with a universally unique identifier, which distinguishes one container 
from another like container. The identifier is put into a first database. A biological sample is 
placed into the container and information regarding the sample is placed into a second 
database. The identifier of the first database is associated with the sample information stored in 
a second database. The closest prior art is considered to be Klein and O'Bryan et al, 

Klein discloses placing an identifier (bar code) onto a container to identify the container. 
A sample is added to the container and information regarding the sample is added to the 
identifier. Klein does not teach or suggest that the identifier is universally unique so as to 
allow one container to be distinguished from another container of the same likeness. 

O'Bryan et al disclose uniquely labeling a container having a sample. OBryan et al do 
not teach or suggest applying the label (identifier) prior to placing the sample into the 
container. Unlike the instant invention, the labeling of OBryan is dependent on the contents of 
the container. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest providing a container with a 
universally unique identifier and placing the information into a first database, placing a 
biological sample into the container, providing a second database with information regarding 
the sample and associating the universally unique identifier with the sample information in the 
second database.
